Of the $60,000,000 sought by the 
Navy Department to carry on the 
work on the two aircraft carriers, 
ten scout cruisers and the three 
fleet submarines and the S-type 
submersibles now under construc- 
tion, only about $40,000,000 is un- 
derstood to have received the ap- 
proval of the budget bureau. Ac- 
cording to Navy men, the reduced 
appropriation will necessitate «a 
siowing up of the work on those 
vessels. 

The cruisers’ probably will feel 
the effect of the curtailment, as 
the department intends to rush the 
work on the aircraft carriers and 
the submarines. The aircraft car-

MARION (m.) Nov. 13.—The ee- 
lection of a fury in the Herrin mas- 
sacre case may possibly be delayed 
long enough one day this week to 
allow nine of ten defendants to 
file bond in open court, upon an- 
other murder indictment. 

The State, when the massacre 
trial was called, reduced the num- 
ber of defendants from forty-eight 
to five and of the forty-three de- 
fendants thus released thirty-three 
were still held under bond for 
other massacre murders, but ten of 
the defendants were released en- 
tirely, as far as murder indict- 
ments are concerned. State's 
Atty. Delos Duty says that these 
ten must file bonds now for a 
new indictment returned by the 
special grand jury after their 
month's recess and after the men 
have been released on bond pre- 
vious to the reconvening of the 
specia] grand jury. That indict- 
ment was for the death of a mas- 
sacre victim who died two and a 
half months after the massacre, 
from wounds received during the 
massacre. 


The validity of thie indictment 
has been questioned but State’s 
Atty.

The recent cuts in the price of 
crude oil brought about remark- 
able evidence of the fact that the 
refining end of the oll industry is 
undergoing a change.

Instead of having big centralized 
plants for the handling of an enor- 
mous output it is now actually 
more profitable to build these plants 
in units, shipping the crude oil to 
them in tank cars and doing the 
refining right in the territory where 
the refined products are to mar- 
keted. 

The remarkable success of the 
Rio Grande Refining Company at 
El Paso, where the origina] unit 
was built, and with their second 
unit at Phoenix. was one of the 
earliest demonstrations of the 
practicability of building unit 
plants at various points instead of 
the old large centralized plant. 

W. H. Daum, who is favorably 
known among the industrial Inter- 
ests of Los Angeles and the South- 
west, because of his activities for 
many years in brin important 
industries to Los Angeles, and his 
staff are now engaged in financing 
another unit of the Rio Grande Re- 
fining Company, to be built in Los 
Angeles.

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COPPER IN WATER 
[EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.) 

KINGMAN (Aru) Nov. 12.— 
It has been discovered that the wa- 
ter which comes from the Copper 
World shaft, east of Yucca, carries 
a heavy copper content, like the 
water from the mines at Jerome 
and Bisbee. Recently Tony Hill, 
who holds the Copper World un- 
der lease from the Copper Queen, 
lowered a sack of scrap-iron into 
the shaft and ina few days 
brought it up as practically pure 
copper.

Reparation Views of French 
and English Vary 


British Against Measures

LONDON, Nov. 12.—In the e- 
citement incident to the general 
election and the renewal of the 
Turkish crisis, few persons in Brit-

ultimate reserves.” Poincare simul- 
taneous was telling the Cham- 
ber: “I have nothing to withdraw 
from the declaration made 
June”’—that is to say he would not 
agree to a moratorium without the 
guarantees which the other Allies 
rejected at the London conference

A close reading of Poincare’s 
speech reveals that France might

Since in the last analysis this seal- 
ing-down question must rest with 
the United States, one position 
seems as impossible of fulfillment as 
the other. is alone renders acad- 
emic the plan drawn up dy 
Keynes, Brand, Cassel and Jenks.
